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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The meeting held last Monday at Grosvenor House, in aid of the 
‘Society for the Relief of Persecuted Jews” (previously known as the 
Syrian Colonization Fund), of which Mrs. Finn is the leading spirit, did 
not altogether remove the apprehensions entertained by Jews that prosely- 
tising influences and wishes are not entirely absent from the minds of those 
who manage the society. It is better to write quite frankly upon this point. 
Then, too, the arrangements made for settling Roumanian Jews in Cyprus, 
a few years ago, were by no means adequate, and led to much suffering, for 
which the society cannot altogether be held to be quite blameless. It would 
be far better for the society to adopt the suggestion made by the Rev. A. 
Lowy to co-operate with the Russo-Jewish Committee than to act upon 
entirely independent lines, This would give a practical proof of the dis- 
interested motives (in a religious sense) of the supporters of the society. 


The debate on Wednesday in the House of Commons on the Marriages 
of Nonconformists Bill, indicates—however strange it may seem—that an 
important body of Christian Nonconformists are subject to disabilities in 
connection with marriages from which Jews have been free for over half- 
a-century. By the Marriage Act, 6 and 7 William IV., cap, 85, it is 
enacted (section 2), that Jews may contract marriages according to Jewish 
usages, provided that both parties are of the Jewish religion and that the 
Registrar’s certificate has been obtained. In the Registration Act passed 
in the same year, Section 30 provides that the President of the Board of 
Deputies of the British Jews is to certify to the Registrar General 
the appointment of Secretaries of Synagogues to act as marriage. 
registrars. This arrangement has worked well, and has preserved 
to the Board of Deputies the only realiy important function it is called 
upon to discharge. The usual preliminary notices are lodged with the 
District Registrar, whose certificate gives authority for the solemnisation 
of the marriage in the place appointed, whether in a synagogue or 
private house. The Secretary of the congregation to which the bridegroom 
belongs acts as Registrar of Marriages, and he makes the usual quarterly 
returns to the Registrar General. The amending Act, passed in 1856 (19 
and 20 Vic., cap. 119) by section 21 provides that marriages of Jews may be 
solemnised by licence, and section 22 enacts that twenty members of the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews or of any synagogue in connection 
therewith, may certify a Secretary to the Registrar General as a Registrar 
of Marriages. This statutory power was obtained to avoid the disability 
caused to members of that congregation through the refusal of the 
Board of Deputies to certify (under the Act of 1836) the Secretary of the 
Synagogue to the Registrar General. 


There are some interesting traditions in connection with the origin of 
the name of Grasse, the town on the Mediterranean which the Queen wil: 


One of these traditions is that in the sixth century it was 
built by a colony of Jewish converts to Christianity, some of whom conse 
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quently received permission, or grdce, to settle in a certain part of the town, 
Another explanation is that Grasse was founded about 685 by Sardinian 
Jews who had renounced their religion in favour of Christianity, and who in 
memory of the “ grace” which heaven had granted them, called the place 
Giratia. The Baroness Alice de Rothschild’s villa adjoins the hotel in 
which the Queen will reside, and it is anticipated that the Baroness will

Dr. Hirsehfeld'’s lecture at Tavistock House on Sunday last was an able 
attempt to construct from non-Jewish sources the story of the Khazars and 
their connection with Jewish history. An element of romance always 
attaches to the strange story of the conversion to Judaism of King Balan, 
and of his communications with the great Jewish statesmen in Spain. Dr. 
Friadlinder expressed his doubts as to the genuineness of these epistles, and 
while accepting the facts questioned the mode in which they were presented — 
in the famous letters usually printed with Jehuda Halevi’s Cuzari, a philo- 
sophical dialogue based on the incident of the Khazarian conversion. It is 
no discredit to Dr. Hirschfeld to state that he prudueed little that was 

» absolutely new, because his own excellent works have already introduced 
students to the facts as at present available. Dr. Hirschfeld’s paper was 
none the less marked by a striking freshness, which also distinguished his 
last year’s lecture on the Koran. We understand that the author intends to 
expand his present paper and to publish it with notes and additions. We 
shall await its appearance with interest, for Dr. Hirschfeld has led us to 
anticipate from him work of value and originality in whatever he undertakes, 


That the study of the “dismal” science of Political Economy may lead to 
very pleasant gatherings has been proved by the success of the Political 
Economy Circle of the National Liberal Club, which in its turn has led to 
the publication of a series of very able papers read before the Circle, 
This first volume of these Transactions has some special Jewish interest, 
In the first place the editor is Mr. J. H. Levy, the honorary secretary of the 
Cirele, who also contributes a weighty article on ‘ Distribution as a Branch 
of Economics.” Then, again, one of the fairest examinations of the [mmi- 
gration (Juestion is the paper entitled ‘International Migration and Political 
Keonomy,” by Mr. J. S. Mann, M.A. The author shows that the dis- 
turbance of labour caused by the immigration into England bas been much 
exaggerated. The displacement of labour caused by that immigration is far 
less than that caused by improvements in machinery, which destroys much 
fixed capital and stimulates over-production. Besides, the causes which pro- 

_ duce Jewish emigration from Russia are abnormal, and may be expected to 
decrease or even altogether disappear. We notice that among the Jewish 
members of the Circle are Mr. H. J. Cohen, Mr. Jacob Guedalla, Mr, 
Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Mr. Sydney Stern.

Can Bible History be taught to children from the standpoint of modern 


criticism? The Rev. Dr. Maurice Harris, of New York, in his 
work ‘The People of the Book,” has essayed the task. He 
calls Bible history ‘tradition,’ and its mnartatives ‘stories,’ and 


quotes the legendary accounts of ‘‘ Abraham’s Call” from the Koran 
instead of the simpler accounts in the Bible. Yet he does not 
fail to bring out with some success the moral lessons underlying many of the 
incidents which he relates with halting belief. The “ Inspiration of Moses ”’ 
_is a chapter which at once.contains the weak and strong points in the book. 
. The ‘burning bush” incident is studiously suppressed but an effort is made 
to convey an idea of what Mr. Harris means by _ inspiration, 
Having read into the text of the Bible words which are not there, and 
omitted the main incidents of the Scriptural narrative, the author con- 
fidently declares: ‘“ This, then, is what the Bible means when it tells 
us that God appeared to Moses and told him to go to Egypt and rescue his 
suffering people.” The subtle reasons which lead the Bible critic 
to certain conclusions are quite beyond the comprehension of a child. 
We greatly fear it would spiritually starve on the unsuitable pabulum 
‘immaturely provided for its religious nourishment by the author of “ The 
People of the Book.” 3 


‘‘Why I am a Jew” is the title of an article contributed to the Press of 

New York by the Rev. Dr. Gottheil. As the article is the doctor’s Apologia it 
1s not intended to do more than show that his Judaism is the result of some- 
thing higher than mere obstinacy or self-deception. It is not designed, and 
/probably is not calculated, to cia, others to become Jews. 
Dr. Gottheil, indeed, confesses that he is a Jew, first of all, because he has 
been born one, Had his parents, he says, been Christians, he might haye 
despised his present coreligionists. The accident of birth and the racial 
Sentiment count, in his opinion, for a great deal of the Judaism that is in 
the world. Hence arises the fact that “ not a few of the present generation 
of Israelites who have little or no faith left, and take no part in the religious 
life of the community, are yet loyal to the race, stand by it, defend it, labour 
for it, and when their turn comes will be buried among their brethren, and, in a 
literal senee, be finally gathered to their fathers.” But this is no adequate 


explanation of a man’s Judaism—if by Judaism is meant a living religion, | 


and not a mere communal bond or a mechanical acceptance of a family 
heritage. Therefore, as was inevitable, Dr. Gottheil falls back on reason— 
_his seat of authority in Religion, no less than Dr. Martineau’s. ‘I am a 
Jew by conviction, and my consent is given in the obedience, not of faith, 
but of my understanding untrammeled by tradition or human authority 
of any kind.” This is good; but it would have been better had it 


‘not been preceded by an admission of the influence of congenital bias. If Dr. 
Gottheil is aJew “by conviction,” what need hag he to cite his Jewish: 
descent as one explanation of his Judaism? There are symptoms of weak-'|

VIVISECTION IN GERMANY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Permit me to return my grateful thanks to Mr. Singer for the honow 
he has done me by his letter in your current issue. His judgment of the case is 
so fair and wise that I should like to cas myself as entirely satisfied to |e 
the matter stand as he has placed it. Undoubtedly the wicked restrictions whic! 
so long hampered Jews in the exercise of their many gifts, have driven a dis. 
proportionate number into the medical profession ; and many are led by the 
fashion of the hour, away from the proper beneficent work of the physician into 
the dismal—and (as Mr. Lawson Tait, Nélaton, Fergusson, Rokitansky, and many 
other eminent surgeons have pronounced it), the useless and misleading practice 
of vivisection. Naturally, too, the men who have been base enough to forsake tle 
faith of their fathers from motives quite other than those of religious conviction, 
wonld be likely to be the most remorsless of vivisectors.; ‘cutting their way to 
knowledge and notoriety ” through the brains and nerves of agonized creatures 
without law or conscience to arrest their pursuit of either fame, money, or science. 
But when every allowance is made, and it is admitted to be utterly unjust to tax 


so extraordinary a number of men of Jewish race should stand before the world 
self-charged with deeds which must cause every reader who has not been initiated 
in the dread mysteries of the laboratory, to shudder. Certainly I have heard of 
many of the fourteen Christian (or Atheist) vivisectors named by Mr. Abrahams 
in the characteristically youthful-scientitic epistle wherein he instructs me. But 
even these, and a great many more psendo-Christians registered in our | ivisectors 
Directory, bear no proportionate relation to thealleged number of Jewish vivisectors. 
I shall append to this letter a list of twenty-eight of the latter which has been 
furnished to me from various sources, and which you will of course publish or 
not as you see fit ; but which I shall most gladly see corrected by any Jewisi 
correspondent to whom you may refer the question. 

Dr, Cohn argues that “If it be not considered wrong to take animal life for 
supplying man with food, then it cannot be considered immoral to employ vivisec- 
tion as a means of saving or alleviating human snffering.” This reasoning 
naturally suggests itself to minds which have never grasped what vivisection often 
means ; namely, torture so infinitely worse than death, that the whole existence 
of the eutiering creature is transformed from a divine boon into a curse. Phy- 
siologists have learned how to prolong life under agony, and how to reach springs of 


Passing over the assumption (surely a monstrous one toa believer in “ods 
goodness ?) that He has so ordered the world so that Man should find his means 0 
physical grace through the sin of cruelty ; I fearlessly challenge the position that it 
follows from man’s right to take animal life, that he has likewise the right to torture 
an animal. I cannot conceive of any moral code by which the latter claim could 
be conceded, and assuredly it was not included in thet of Mosaism, Can anyone 
believe that the legislator who appointed your merciful method of slaughter 
(I satisfied myself years ago that such it is), would have sanctioned the slow 
mangling of curarized brutes on a vivisecting table or the baking of them alive 
a stove? Or would the author of those tender commands to refrain from taking 
the bird on its‘nest, or seething the kid in its mother’s milk (a precept apparently 
designed expressly to teach respect for motherhood even in the brute), hav? 
authorised such doings as those of De Sin¢ty and Herr Rohrig, who have taken 
up dogs from among their young, and excised their breasts; and then replac 
Enehs mangled and dying, beside the little ones which they could never feed 
again. 
Let me conclude this over-long trespass on your space by one more remark. 
Though, as Mr. Singer justly fears, appeals from English to foreign Jews might

Sir,—Will you allow me to make use of your columns to offer a brief state- 
ment of facts about Jews and vivisection, facts to which Iam certain an honest 
enquirer like Miss Frances Power Cobbe will give their due weight, even though 
they should tell against the position she has taken up in this question. 

“Ata time when Jews had no access to biological studies at all, the eminent 
French physiologists, Magendie, born 1783, Flourens, born 1794, Longet and 
Claude Bernard, born 1813, introduced vivisection, and succeeded in making it the 
dominant method of experimentation. They made use of the new method in a 
very large number of experiments and with a cruelty that was most abhorrent to 
contemporary physiologists. Their most celebrated followers in France are Cyon, 
Brown-Sequard, Vulpian, Pasteur, etc.—all Christians. In Germany it was 
Johannes Miller who gave vivisection the impetus it has since maintained. 
Through him and his five great pupils, Helmholtz, Briicke, Dubois Reymond, 
Virchow and Ludwig, the men on whose doctrines modern medical science all but 
exclusively rests, vivisection has been established as fundamental for all branches 
of the vast territory of medical investigation. Professor Ludwig of Leipsic, 
universally acknowledged the greatest living physiologist and vivisector, (I had 
the good fortune of being a pupil of this charming and unique man) has had an 
enormous influence on the development of experimental physiology, being the 
teacher of more than 200 scholars of all countries. In England his foremost 
pupils are Ray Lankester and Wooldridge. The two standard works on vivisec- 
tion, often cited with horror by anti-vivisectionists, are by Cyon and Gescheidlen, 
two Christians. | 

This, Sir, is a bare outline of the historical development of vivisection, and it 
is marked by a total absence of Jewish names ; for Traube, the only Jew coming 
tu the foreground in the middle of the century, was a pupil of Johannes Miller 
and Virchow, and cannot, therefore, be made responsible for the original intro- 
duction of vivisection,. | 

At the present time Jewsaré found embracing the medical profession for various 

reasons inno small number ; they are consequently represented amongst vivisectors 
relatively often. But let us look at dry facts. We have in the German empire 
22 professors of physiology, vivisectors par ercellence, amongst whom, as 
stated in the Rev. S. Singer's letter in last Friday’s Jewish Chronicle, only four are 
Jews, Herrmann in Kénigsberg, Bernstein in Halle, Rosenthal in Erlangen, and 
Munk of the Veterinary High School, Berlin. (By way of parenthesis let me 
inention that Herrmann and Munk belong to the foremost men in their branch.) 
Heidenhain in Breslau is of Jewish origin, while Goltz is, as I now ascertain, an 
untainted Teuton. Of Christian physiologists I will only refer to those 
of universal distinction, namely Dubois Reymond in Berlin, Ludwig in Leipsic, 
Piliger in Bonn, Kiihne in Heidelberg, Voit in Munich, Goltz in Strassburg, 
Kries in Freiburg, Fick in Niirnburg. Now these 22 professors have one or two 
assistants each, who are all either employed with their master’s or are engaged in 
their own investigations, such investigations being frequently founded on vivi- 
section, Among their number only a few Jews can be found, as it is not easy 
for them to obtain a professorship. | 

As I have already stated, in all branches of medical science the experimental 
method is employed. So, for instance, not alone Munk and his Christian adversary 
Goltz experiment on the brains of animals—a form of investigation especially 
attacked by anti-Semitic anti-vivisectionists—but also the N eurologist Hitzig, son 
of a converted Jew, the late eminent Neurologist von Gudden, and, amongst

Power Cobbe, who in her doubtless noble zeal has been misled by anti-Semites, 
that with the exception of a small number of idealists, the anti-vivisectionists in 
Germany are mostly men who are out of all sympathy with natural science and its 
achievements, and by vilifying the Jews, which is always an easy matter, hope 
sooner to attain their aims. A last reason why many anti-vivisectionists in 
Germany are at the same time anti-Semites is their adherence to the views of 
Schopenhauer, according to whom animals and man are, precisely in a spiritual 
sense, equals, and who makes the Bible, which places man above the animals, 
answerable for all the cruelties inflicted on animals. Well, even this feeble and 
theoretical refuge of anti-Semities has been destroyed only in your last by 
Mr. Singer.

THE RABBINATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE” 


Sir,—I do not intend to tollow Mr. B. L. Cohen in his disquisition on 
English Political Parties, this is not the first time that he has paraded party politics 
on neutral ground. I preferin a Jewish class journal to contine myself to 
Jewish Politics. 

It was hardly possible for you to give a more ample report of what occurred 
at the last Council Meeting, therefore I think it necessary to ask you to publish the 
following letter. 


Did any of your readers imagine that at the end of the nineteenth century 


the leaders of our enlightened community would advocate that the election of 
the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, a life appointment’ should be based on 
votes at five pounds a piece, and that the sentiment of Mr. M. Hart that “those 


who paid the piper should have the/right to call for the tune” should find a - 


responsive echo with such men as Mr. Henry Lucas and Mr. B. L. Cohen. 

I recommended at the Council Meeting that all contributing bodies should be 
represented by delegates in proportion to the number of their members with a 
maximum of eight representatives. This was the plan adopted at the Conference, 
and was deservedly popular. The recent reactionary policy was condemned 
with faint praise by Lord Rothschild, but was supported oy 37 in a meeting of 
o¢ members of the Council. My object was to make the election popular, not 
the advancement of the Federation of Synagogues, its representation of eight 
for which I pleaded was fixed by the United Synagogue for the Conference to 
decide as to the powers of the Chief Rabbi. 

We are now in this position that by some kind of gerrymandering, the 
Great, New, and Hambro’ Synagogues under the immediate supervision of the 
Chief Rabbi are to have 48 votes, and the Federation of 20 synagogues two votes, 


total 50, not a quarter of the voting power of those synagogues which have per- 


haps less need of a Chief Rabbi. ‘This is not all, each constituent synagogue is 
to be represented by one delegate with varying voting power from 40 to 4. 
Was ever such a system dreamt of by an enlightened comunity until the 
Executive Committee recommended it ? 

One would think that to state the fact would be enough to demonstrate its 
absurdity. Il admit that the United Synagogue should have a preponderating 
voice. So it had at the Conference, but that it should invite outsiders to attend 
at an election, to be overwhelined by the privileged three or four who will 
decide the election, is an absurdity against which I protest. 

It matters little now when there is only one suitable candidate, but prior to 
the next election I trust that our successors will upset so preposterous a system. 
Supposing at some future time there should be a reform and an orthodox 


candidate for the Rabbinate, are the great majority of Jews in East London to be 


controlled by the few in one district ? In conclusion, [ will refer to an assertion 
made by Mr. Henry Lucas and others, that the letter which enclosd the first 
contribution tothe Chief Rabbi's Fund from the Federation “ expressly stated 
that it was a donation.” 1 contradicted that statement at the Council Meeting, 
and on reference to the copy of the letter of March last I find that Mr. Henry 
Lucas was wrong and I was right. The intention was to make the vote an 
annual one, and it has been so confirmed.

Sirn,—I beg your permission to refer shortly to the recent debate at the 
United Synagogue Council upon the subject of the approaching election of Chief 
Rabbi. As the gentleman destined to occupy that position is all but unanimously 
conceded, the chief topic of discussion was the elective principle. 

The Executive Committee propounded a monetary franchise, based upon 
one vote for each five pounds contributed to the Chief Rabbi's Fund, and enforced 
that view by the argument that “those who pay the piper should call the tune.” 
Reduced to its elements, this is tantamount to the statement that the Chief Rabbi 
of the Jews of the United Kingdom and the British Colonies 1s to be elected by 
a majority of votes representing a wealthy minority of the Jews of London. — 

‘The next Chief Rabbi being decided upon, the decision of the United 
Svnagogue is unimportant at the present time, but, as a precedent, it is deplorable. 


Should it be attempted in the future to enforce such a principle in opposition to 


e popular sentiment, it could only result in disastrous contention, and the 
cna bing to pieces of the system fe limited monied electorate. What, then, 
can be thought of the business capacity of a body which could produce but six 
members to vote against such a proposition ? ae 

The Chief Rabbi presides not over the wealth but over the religious procedure 
of the Jews. By the system now adopted, the vast majority of the British 
Jews will have practically no voice in the election of the Chief Rabbi, as the 
Bayswater and New West End Synagogues, with 40 and 32 votes respectively, 
wield a majority over the whole of the Provinces and the Colonies. A great 
deal is heard of the rights of minorities, but it has been reserved for the 
United Synagogue to promulgate the doctrine that they shall exercise the 

ti of majorities. 
aie a the Union of Synagogues was effected it was with the object 
that the strong should help the weak. As it now. stands, to be poor is worse 
than to be indifferent to our Faith. Poverty spells, according to the code of the 
United Synagogue—loss of choir ; oss of Minyan ; and now loss of weight of 
opinion with regard to the retention of the religion of our fathers in its present 
form. What wonder is it then that the United Synagogue 1s unpopular, when it 
has regard not to the number but to the pockets of its constituents ? Wherein 
is matter for surprise at the absence of public confidence when the sole weight in 
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the scale on the conduct of the Jewish religion in England is gold ; when the | 
destinies of our ancient Faith are surrendered to the. huckstering policy which 
deals out the Chief Rabbi in five pound packets to those, only, able to afford the 
luxury ?

Sir,—I should like to put to you that the “ Occasional Note” in your last 
issue hardly does full justice to the moderation, self-control, and judgment 
displayed in the discussion on the report of the Executive Committee of the 
Council of the United Synagogue on the Rabbinate. | 

That report appears to have been prepared so carefully as to satisfy the 
main conditions which have been advocated during the controversy that has 
prevailed about the matter. Instead of deploring that individual critics abstained 
from pressing their personal views, is it not more suitable to rejoice that almost 
for the first time in the last few years an important communal question had been 
settled without the heat of the discussion leading to the expression of any offensive 
and peremptory personalities and irrelevant hostile declamation ? 

It is to be hoped that when the project for providing for the spiritual needs 
and additional facilities for worship in East London comes under consideration, a 
similar spirit of reasonable concession in regard to subordinate questions of locale 
and organisation will prevail. It is quite obvious, that no authority can fling 
down a jcut-and-dned scheme, involving public financial support, and resent the 
earnest criticisms of those who may think the project needs radical modification. 
And surely any such scheme which ignores the need of reviewing, and perhaps 
supplementing, existing facilities for the religious instruction of poor Jewish 
children attending secular public Elementary Schools is strangely incomplete. 

In reference to the claim first advanced to accord an ‘‘ unreasoning Veto” to_ 
the new Chief Rabbi, no doubt the fact is as you suggest, that the apparent apathy 
of the community was in reality only an emphatic testimony of the univeral feel- 
ing of contidence in the Chief Rabbi Designate.

ENGLISH POLITICAL PARTIES AND RELIGIOUS EQUALITY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I have nothing to complain of in the very fair and reasonable reply 
of my friend, Mr. Benjamin Louis Cohen, to my allegations that for one specific 
reason I considered that a certain party in the State had not yet established their title 
to be the advocates of religious equality. Both Mr. Lionel Alexander and Mr. 
Benjamin Cohen have stated with perfect frankness the grounds of their own 
views. I admit without reserve that political convictions and party allegiance 
may be due to considerations which do not include the one special question which 
I mentioned. And placing out of sight the principle of religious equality, there 
is no other reason why Jews, Catholics, and Nonconformists should prefer one 
party to another. This exclusion I contend, however, is characteristic of the 
present generation and not of the past one. And why? Because the present 
generation grew to manhood after the brunt of the battle for religious equality 
had taken place. Most Jews, who are Conservatives, are under Rtty years of 
age. And I mentioned the significant fact that twenty years ago the men of our 
community who were then in their prime, and taking part in public affairs were, 

’ without exception, supporters of the Liberal party. 

Mr. Cohen appears to think that I implied that Jews should be Liberals on 
the score of gratitude. That was not my meaning—nor did I use any words of 
that kind. It was, however, because Jews, Catholics, and Nonconformists had 
been more particularly concerned in the development of religious équality than 
Churchmen, that I contended that they, having gained that right, should look 


with jealous eye upon any party or upon any statesman who seemed in ever so 


remote a degree to retard the principle. When it can be proved beyond a doubt that 
all parties in the State, and that every party leader are actually at one in their accep- 
tance of religious equality as the sound and equitable political doctrine, then 
indeed the choice would be independent of that subject. Now the Jewish com-

Mr. Cohen's point about my reference to Lord Salisbury and the Rusgiay 
Ambassador is in error. In speaking of Sir Robert Morier as Lord Salisbur 's 
representative, | of course used the expression advisedly. An Ambassador's 
relation to the Government of the day is not analagous to that of a judge, 4 
judge has no official intercourse with Her Majesty’s Ministers except the Lord 
Chancellor and occasionally with the Home Secretary. When such intercourse 
takes place between them it has only relation to judicial matters or affairs cop. 
nected with the administration of justice at home, but has nothing at all to do with 
the policy of the Governmeut. An Ambassador, on the other hand, is in constant 
communication with the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and is really the 
agent of the foreign policy of the Goverument ot the day in respect to the 

articular foreign court to which he is accredited. In this sense alone I spoke of 
Sir Robert being the “ representative ” of Lord Salisbury. Of course an Ambag. 
sador is only the representative of the Sovereign, but he has to carry out , 
particular foreégn policy conceived in Downing Street.

SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—By a deft misuse of hackneyed phrases my erstwhile acquaintance—] 
suppose I must not say “ friend”—Rev. G. J. Emanuel endeavours to fix upon 
me the discredit of having misread his “ plea that every Divine Service shall be 
for men and women,” so as to claim him as one of those who think it high time 
that the permanent mark of degradation that is inflicted upon Jewish women 
when they attend synagogue, should be abolished. I did nothing of the sort. For 
a layman to hold this view and to express it is one thing. But in my wildest 
dreams I never hoped that one of our ministers would publicly advocate a con. 
siderable synagogal change, however much he might favour it, until the com- 
munity determined it should be, until the approval of a certain clique made it 
fashionable, and until it was too late to be of much good. These seem to me 
to be the general precedents’ to ministerial support to any communal reform, 
Why I called attention to Mr. Emanuel’s letter, was because in the words he used 
and which I quoted, he gave me a most excellent text upon the subject upon 
which I wrote to you. Throughout my letter I never once said that Mr. Emanuel 
was in favour of men and women worshipping in synagogue side by side. | 
used his words asa text and deduced therefrom my own conclusions, and Mb. 
Emanuel is too old a pulpit hand not to know how unfair it would be, if the 
preacher had in every case to have charges of “fathering infants ”— pet” 
and otherwise—flung at him, because his views did not altogether coincide with, 
or were an extension of those, held by the one whose words he ventured to 
quote. 

It would, however, be interesting to know the reverend gentleman's 
opinion on the subject about which I addressed you. When a protest is raised 
against a proposal, because what is proposed is likely to accentuate the differences 
that already exist in the status of men and women in the community, it is only fair 
to conclude that the protestor is opposed to such differences, and hence, a fortiori, 
tothe prime difference which I pointed out. Whether, in addition to this, the 
protestor ends his protest with the words, ‘Men and women could and _ should 
worship together” !—why can and should if reference is made only to what 1s 
now general ?—it is reasonable to hope to hear of him some day as being in favour 
of synagogal equality between men and women, and of their worhipping “ side by 
side.” Your readers will judge and time will prove.

Many Christian clergymen forbid the holding of raffles at charity 
bazaars with which they are connected. The question gave rise to much dis- 
cussion, I believe, in the Church papers. It does seem incongruous to adopt 4 
method recognised as immoral and decided to be illegal, as a means of reining 
money for the erection of a place of worship. Possibly it is argued that the en 

justifies the means. But such reasoning is also immoral as it has led to the

COVERING THE HEAD WHILST TAKING THE OATH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


_ S1R,—Inanswer to Mr. Isidore Rosenberg’s question in your last week’s impres- 
sion as to whether we are positively enjoined to cover the head whilst taking a legal 
oath, I beg tostate that the famous Rabbi Israel, author of the Resp. {U7 M517N, 
who flourished in the middle of the 15th ceatary, relates the following in his 
(No. 203) : 

“The Jews were ordered by the royal government's administrators of 
Breslau to pronounce the holy name (Tetragrammaton) with uncovered head 
whilst taking the oath. They then asked me whether they should rather 
‘actifice their lives than obey this command. I hereupon replied, that, as 
this ordinance was not intended as a means of converting the Jews, or of 
profaning the holy name, it would te our duty to obey it rather than to endanger 
our lives, especially as we do not find it distinctly prohibited not to uncover the 
head when taking an oath.” | 
From this we may infer that in ordinary cases when the government does not 
interfere with us, we should follow the general Jewish custom of not taking an 
oath with uncovered head, whether the oath be in Hebrew or in any other language. 
(Joreh Deah chap. 237, Choshen Hamishpat chap. 87), or even if no words are uttered 
as customary in this country. Probably our English custom of kissing the Bible

Mr. SIMON COHEN AND THE SHELTER COMMITTEE.—Mr. Simon Cohen 
writes, with reference to the resolution passed on Sunday by the Com- 
mittee of the Poor Jews’ Shelter, calling upon him to resign his position 
as a member of that committee :—“I emphatically refuse to resign, six 
only of the committee, including the president, H. Landau, being present. 
I deny that any disturbance has ever been created by me or my agents. I have 
kept, more or lees, 100 men through the winter, and none knew, save our brethren, 
that these sufferers were here, until Mr. Hermann Landau himself created a disturb- 
ance, and these were men who bad passed through the Shelter. At the earnest 
request of Mr. H. Landau, conveyed both personally and through Mr. Jas. Loewe, I, on 
three occasions, took or sent all those who were here to the Shelter for beds, but 
they were, in tempestuous and stormy weather, thrust out again into the streets to 


wander and starve by the police, acting under the orders of the superintendent, 


This has occurred thrice. The Temporary Shelter is not now full; the mission- 
aries’ house is. I leave the public to judge.” :

MRS. CHARLES SAMUEL. 


General sympathy will be felt for that earnest, valuable and benevolent 
communal worker, Mr. Charles Samuel, in the loss he has sustained by 
the death of his wife, which took place on Saturday evening at Amsterdam, 
under peculiarly sad circumstances. Mrs. Samuel has fallen a victim to the 
effect of a continental journey in the present trying weather undertaken in 
obedience to a sense of sisterly affection and duty. Her brother, Mr. Assur 
Keyser, of Ainsterdam, recently had the misfortune to lose his wife, and not- 
withstanding the entreaties of old and valued friends, Mrs. Samuel persisted in 
travelling to Holland, in order to offer her condolence in person to the mourners. 
Tt was only on Friday last that Mrs. Samuel was taken seriously ill with an 
affection of the lungs, and on Saturday evening, while she was being examined 
by the doctor, she suddenly expired. 

The deceased lady, who was sixty-two years of age, wes born in Amsterdam, 
but both her parents were English. Her father was the late Mr. Alexander Keyser, 
(who owing to his nationality was popularly styled by the Amsterdam Jews 
the “ Engelsche Keyser”) and her mother was a sister of the late Mr. Louis 
Cohen. Brought up amid pious and benevolent surroundings, such as those of the 
Rubens, Lehrens and her own immediate circle, Mrs. Samuel cherished the 
example set her in her youth, and during more than forty years of a happy union, 
she was a loyal Acca private helpmate in her husband’s charitable work, in 
which she was entirely absorbed. In her native city she had taken an active part 
in the management of the Orphan Asylum for Jewish girls, but in London she 
took no share in public work. Mrs. Samuel was however, distinguished for her 
extensive private charity, in which she received every encouragement from her 
husband. Though childless, her great piety and deep svinpathy for the 
distressed and suffering made her a veritable “ Mother in Israel.” It was 
m consonance with what undoubtedly would have been her own wishes 
that Mr. Samuel publicly expressed a desire that no flowers should be sent 
for the funeral, and that from the time of the arrival of the body in London on 
Tuesday morning until its removal for burial in ‘Villesden, he engaged some 
persons to “learn” in the presence of the dead. 

The great personal esteem in which Mr. Samuel is held was evidenced by the 
large number of official and private friends who, despite the intense fog, 
assembled on Wednesday morning at 176, Sutherland Avenue. It will show 
how great a pluralist, though a pluralist in a good cause, is Mr. Samuel, when we 
mention that among the institutions represented by their h onorary and other 
officers, were the United Synagogue, the Jewish Board of Guardians, the Jews’ 
Free School, the Anglo-Jewish Association, Jews’ College, the Bread, Meat and 
Coal Charity, the Indigent Blind Society, and the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society, 
in the direction of all which he takes a leading part. Besides Mr. Samuel, the 
principal mourners were Mr. Assur Keyser and his son, Mr. Maurits Keyser, who 
travelled with him from Amsterdam ; other near relatives, included Mr, Wolf Myers 
Mr. Assur Keyser of London, Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, 
Mr. Marcus Adler, and Mr. Henry Defries.

MR. G. I. ASCHER.

Mr. Mayer also held the parochial offices of Governing Director, 
Overseer, and Guardian of the Poor for the parish of St. George the Martyr, Holborn, 
from which he received an address in testimony of his services. He wis 
ason of the late Mr. Ralph Mayers a Founder of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asyiam, and brother of the late Mr. Henry Mayers, a Founder of the Hand-in-Hand 

ylum. 


IN MEMORIAM: RABBI NEHEMIAS BRULL. 


Hardly have the thirty days of mourning for the late Dr. Joel passed away 
when Jewish science sustains another heavy loss in the death of Dr. Nehemias 
Brill, who departed this life on the 5th of February. In the former, Judaism 
lost one of its greatest thinkers, in the latter one of its greatest scholars, and one 
on whom the hopes of the rising generation rested. I know few of the outward 
events of his life. He was the son of the famous R. Jacob Briill, the author of 
the Mebo Hamishnah, from whom in all probability he received his first  instruc- 
tion, and, if I am not mistaken, he afterwards became the pupil of Weiss in 
Vienna. [t was in Austria that he first discharged the duties of Rabbi. 
Thence he was called to a similar post in Frankfort-on-the-Maine, where he 
succeeded Geiger. In the year 1874 (when Geiger died), Brill began to edit the 
Jahrbiicher, the ten volumes of which now lie before us. The best articles in 
this series are for the most part from hisown pen. His activity and interest ranged 
over the widest possible field, from Biblical criticism on one hand to the biblio- 
graphy ofJewish popular stories and proverbs on the other. In fact it might truly be 
said of him whil Judeia se alienum putavit. Above all things he possessed the not 
common art of compression. He would say tin a note what others would diffuse 
over an essay, and an essay from him would be equivalent to a whole book from 
many another man. His essay Die Entstehungsgeschichte des babylonischer 
Talmuds als Schriftwerkes came as a revelation to his contemporaries, and will 
stand as a marvel of erudition for future scholars. Again, in the essay / 
Talmulischen tractate tiber Trauer, he anticipated much that has recently been 
confirmed through the discovery of fresh manuscripts, while the results announced 
in his paper on Epistolarische Apokryphen are now universally accepted by the 
specialists in that particular field. A conspicuous feature of the Juhrbicher were 
the reviews of books. These were all from the pen of Brill, and may be said 
without exaggeration to have been so many lessons to the respective authors. 
His loss will be all the more keenly felt through the fact that at the time of his 
death he was engaged in editing Zunz’s great work, Die (lottesdientslichen Vortrig?, 
a task which had been entrusted to him by the Committee of the Zunz Memorial 
Fund, and for which it may safely be said that no other man was so well fitted, 

Several years ago I had the pleasure and privilege of a few hours’ convers- 
tion with the subject of this notice. His modesty was something remarkable, 
almost touching. He spoke little of what he had actually idobeintiahed, thorgh 
much of what there was still tolearn. The belief that he cherished most dearly 
in his heart was that the mission of Judaism for the present day lay in the 
building up of a new science worthy to take its place side by side with the best 
German achievements. His position as a Rabbi seems to have been far from an 
easy one, in a community divided into so many sections—High Orthodox, Middle 
Orthodox and Reformed, separated from each other by numerous shades of transition, 
and each denying the right of all the rest to be designated good Jews. He himself 
belonged to the party of Reform, though devoted as he was to science, he took 
little active og in controversy. When in Frankfort I could not help observing 
with pain, if I happened to speak sympathetically or admiringly of Briill in the 
presence of a member of an opposing sect, that the latter would shrug bis 
shoulders with some remark to the effect that Briill, in spite of his learning, W45 
not “one of them.” I am myself little versed in the technical niceties 0 
Orthodoxy and Reform ; but one thing I feel strongly, and that was that Briill’s 
position as a scholar had cost him more in the way of devotion and self-sacrifice 
than ever his critics had been called upon to spend upon their reputation 28 
Orthodox. Briill’s memory will long be cherished and revered by students of out 
generation. His loss will be keenly felt as J uly comes round, for it was at that 
time that the Jahrbiicher appeared, to which scholars ever looked forward 28 
to an intellectual treat. I will only say in conclusion in the words of the 
Talmud : “ This great scholar has laboured in his few years more than many 
another through a long life. The sleep of a labourer is sweet.”

In a letter dated St. Petersburg, Feb. 17th, a correspondent of the Frank- 
furter Zeitung writes :—Cardinal Lavigerie has addressed to Alexander III. a 
‘otter in which he stands up as the defender of the oppressed Jews, and as the 
champion of their rights as human beings, of which they have been deprived. 
The French Cardinal writes to the Czar of Russia, not as a Catholic or a prelate, 
iit as a man, who cannot look on with indifference when the most primitive 
rights of people who have done no wrong are trampled under foot. The Cardinal 
entreats the Czar in the name of humanity and Christianity, to have mercy on his 
Jewish subjects and to alleviate their sufferings. As the Cardinal at once divests 
himself of all his official difficulties, and utters his prayer to the Czar as a 
man, a Christian, and a priest, this entreaty cannot be looked upon as an interfer- 
ence with the internal affairs of a foreign state. Cardinal Lavigerie appeals to 
the goodness of heart and the nobility of mind of the Russian monarch, who, 
shortly after his accession to the throne, assured a deputation of Jews that he 
embraced all his subjects without distinction of race or creed, with the same love. 
This letter of the Cardinal, it is said, created a deep impression on the Czar.

ANTISEMITISM IN GERMANY, 


TFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Beruix, Fes. 25, 1891, 

| The agitation of the anti-Semites is directed most especially (as stated in my 
letter in the Jewish Chronicle of February 6th.), to incite the country people and 
peasants against us Jews. This has become known to the Government of the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse. To oppose this destuctive agitation, the Government has 
just issued the following decree to the Burgomasters: Anti-Semitic agitators 
endeavour now, to persuade the country people to join the * Mitteldentsche 
Bauernverein,’ which has for its aim, the persecution of Jews, and 
members of this society, according to its statutes are obliged 
to help to rid. our country and the whole of Christendom from the ban of 
the Jews, and to avoid all intercourse with Jews. It cannot be doubtful 
that the Grand-ducal Government condenns most severely a society which aims 
at persecuting end proscribing a religions race, ‘and that society, which ought to 
raise the position of the peasasants, soils its work. We, therefore, expect you 
will not promote the founding of such societies, but that you will most decidedly 
oppose them and agitate against them.” 

From the above it is easily to be seen that the Government of che Grand 
Duchy of Hesse is doing its utmost to prevent the disastrous work of the anti- 
Semitic agitators. Besides the decrees mentioned in the Jewish Chronicle to the 
Clergy, to» the Inspectors of Schools, and to the Counsels for the Crown, this 
last decree is a proof of the earnest efforts of the Government to protect the 
Jewish population. It is to be Hoped that these praiseworthy exertions will fulfill 
their intended purpose.

Medicine has been one 
of the few professions in which Jews were able freely to engage, and progress 
in medicine—or, to be more exact, in physiological science—is regarded, on 
the continent especially, as having the practice of vivisection for one of its 
essential conditions. If many physiologists are Jews, it follows that many 


vivisectionists must be Jews. If anything is to be blamed for this, it is the 


prevailing scientific temper, not Judaism. Indeed, the connection with 
Judaism of the men whose names Miss Conse enumerates is of the slightest. 
Some of them happen to have been born Jews, others are Jews many times 
removed ; of those of Jewish birth only the smallest proportion still adhere 
to their ancestral religion, the rest have abjured it. To treat vivisectjon, 
then, as a Jewish practice would involve a sturdy defiance of fact. If apostate 
Jews take up vivisection, the duty of admonishing them and, by impli- 
cation, of recognising kinship with them is certainly not cast upon the 
people they have forsaken. Any appeal to them, such as Miss Cossr 
suggested, based upon the injury they are doing to the Jewish name they 


have disowned, would be a transparent absurdity. Our esteemed correspon- 
dent appears at length to have perceived this, and she now proposes a resort 


to the force of example. Many English Jews would perhaps be eager to 
enrol themselves as anti-vivisectionists as a protest against cruelty to the 
lower animals, but they share Dr. ApLEr’s hesitation to do aught that 
might impede the endeavours of physiologists to discover means of 
lessening human suffering. The protest as a corrective to anti- 
Semitism would be both useless and superfluous. It would be useless 
because the one thing anti-Semites will not have, is the truth ; to try to 
convince them that vivisection is not the invention and the pet pastime of 
Jews would be sheer waste of time. It would be superfluous because fair- 
minded people have only to examine our record in order to see, without any 
organised demonstration on our part, that we Jews are the traditional 
champions of the rights of the brute creation. 

If this last point has been made clearer, the correspondence we have 
been publishing will have done good service. Judaism almost alone among 


the great religions of the world, has been from first to last the consistent foe 


of cruelty to animals. In this respect the Old Testament is superior to the 
Gospels, which are usually declared to teach a more highly developed ethic 
than the Hebrew Scriptures. The New Testament says much that is 


| excellent about man’s duty to man, it says not one word about his duty to 


animals. The claim of his ‘‘ poor relations ” on his consideration and pity is 
utterly ignored. Judaism may fairly be conceded a prominent place among 
the influences which have established an ethical bond between human beings 
and the brute, which have made possible in these latter days a Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and which have stimulated Miss 
Cobbe herself to plead so powerfully against the atrocities of some  vivi- 
sectors. To regard the life of an animal as possessed of sanctity, and its 
suffering as worthy of human sympathy is the “note” of a very advanced 
ethic. And yet the Old Testament teaching, even in its earliest stages, 
soared to that height. | | 

Consideration for the toiling or distressed beast is inculcated in 
some of the most ancient precepts of the Law. The ox or the ass that has 
sunk under its load is to be helped, even though it be the property of one’s 
enemy. The Seventh Day is to be observed, not only that it may bring 
refreshment to man, but that it may afford an interval of rest for the beast. The 
needs of the animal are sufficiently important to be included among the considera- 


tions which lead to the institution of the Great Sabbath of the Lord. No © 


more convincing evidence could be needed of the importance which 


| the ancient Hebrew Law attached to the claims of the brute creation. 


Nor is protection restricted to the domesticated animals. The 
command which forbids the capture of the mother-bird with the 
nestlings is obviously dictated by the purest humanity. The motive 


‘aug alle be the desire to exalt the general moral tone of the 


Israelite by accustoming him to acts of the greatest tenderness ; but 
it is unquestionably also to be looked for in solicitude for the 
feelings of the animal itself. These precepts of the Scriptures 
were amplified by the Rabbins. According to the teachings of the 
Talmud, life, in its very lowest manifestations, is sacred, worthy of 
teing secured against .wanton destruction. Needless pain, even when 
inflicted on the humblest living thing, is sternly reprobated. It is almost 
startling to find a Rabbi, in an age darkened by the cruelties of the 
Roman amphitheatre, condemned by his companions for having said merely 
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a crael word to acalf which ran to him for protection from the hands of 


the butcher. The humanity, of which this incident is but a type, is reflected. 


in the doctrine of the medieval teachers. In times when all the world seems 
to have been banded together in a league of cruelty, the Jew was steadfast 
in his adherence to his humane laws. The question is one far wider than 
that of vivisection. Against cruelty to animals of every sort—against 
barbarous modes of slaughtering, against fox-hunting and coursing and 
battues of birds butchered to make a patrician holiday, Judaism has ever set 
its face. The Jew is a living protest against abominations of this sort. He 
need not forma Society to protest, seeing that the society already exists, 
and has existed for thousands of years, in his own people. 


. BAYSWATER JEWISH SCHOOLS.

The Annual Meeting of the subscribers of the Bayswater Jewish Schools was 
held on Sunday at the Paddington Baths Hall. 

Mr. J. BERGTHEIL, the President, in moving the adoption of the annual report 
and balance sheet, expressed the wish that the financial position of the school were 
more favourable. The number of pupils was constantly increasing, but there was 
not a corresponding improvement in the income. ~ 

The motion was agreed to without discussion. | 

The annual report states that the school continues to prosper both in respect 
to the number of its pupils and the efficiency of its instruction. The number of 
children on the registers is 226 ; 76 boys are under the care of Mr. S. J. Heilbron ; 
17 boys, 63 girls, and 70 infants constitute the mixed school, which is under the 
charge of Miss Saltiel. The Committee record their satisfaction with the zealous 
services of Mr. Heilbron, Miss Saltiel.and the other members of the teaching staff, 
who, by the able and conscientious discharge of their duties, have obtained for the 
institution the position it holds. Warm thanks are also offered to Mr. B. 5. Marks, 
Lady Magnus, the Misses Aguilar. Edith Cohen, Defries. Florence Harris, Emily 
Jacob, and Keyzor, and Mr. P. Weil. for their eminent and gratuitous servicrs in 
affording the children valuable iastruction in various branches of knowledge. Asa 
result of the annual examination the Merit Grant of “ Excellent” was awarded in 
every department. The certificate of the Head-master was raised to the First Class, 
Two pupils gained the principal prizes awarded by the Royal Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, being the second year that the Bayswater Jewish 
Schools achieved this distinction. At the suggestion of the Ladies’ Comn.ittee, 
arrangements have been made by which some of the elder boys now attend a 


Technical Class for instruction in carpentry, held at the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb 


Home. through the kindness of the managers of that institution. The report con- 
cludes with an appeal for more extended and liberal support, the Committee being 
indebted to its Treasurer and having been obliged to make use of some few legacies 
bequeathed to the School, in order to meét its pressing wants. The income four the 
year was £766, and the expenditure £847. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER informed the meeting that Messrs. Martin Jaffé and James H 


Solomon had suggested the holding of an Amateur Concert to aid the funds of the 


School,and he had no doubt if this suggestion were adopted the two gentlemen he 
had named would co-operate in seeing it carried out. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Jaffé and Mr. Solomon, and it was resolved 
that their proposal be adopted.

Prior to the distribution of prizes which was gracefully performed by Mra. 
Adler, a cantata “Parliament in Schools, was sung by the children under the 
direction of Mr. Heilbron. The children in the choral portions fully maintained 
the excellent reputation for singing which they have acquired under the Head- 
master’s careful tuition. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER, on rising to address the meeting, was loudly cheered. 
After expressing the gratification which the part Mrs. Adler and he took in 
those proceedings afforded them—especially as that day was the twenty- 
seventh anniversary of his election as minister of the Bayswater Synagogue—and 
making a sympathetic allusion to the absence through severe illness of Miss Saltiel, 
the Head Mistress, Dr. Adler said he was glad to announce that in everv department 
the school continued to maintain its high efficiency. The institution had at the 
last public examination passed upwards of 99 per cent., and as the very raison 
@ étre of a Jewish school was instruction in Hebrew and religion, he was pleased to 
report that these branches were likewise in a satisfactory condition. With the 
assistance of the Revs. I. Samnel and R. Harris he had tested every child in the 
school in the knowledge of Hebrew and.religion, and he was gratified to state that 
among the boys especially—the girls had always been excellent—there had been a 
great improvement, which testified to the zeal that Mr. Heilbron brought to bear 
in the discharge of his onerous duties. The fact that twoof the pupils had again carried 
off the highest prizes awarded by the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals proved how earnestly kindness to animals was inculcated in every Jewish 
school. (Hear, hear.) He mentioned this in view of the undeserved attack—he 
hoped it was done in an unguarded moment—which Miss Frances Power Cobbe had 
published in the Jewish Chronicle on Jewish vivisectors in Germany. He might be 

rmitted to give a little personal commentary on that attack. His lamented father 

ad been a Vice-President of the Victoria Street Society for the Abolition of 

Vivisection, and efter the Chief Rabbi's demise he himself was asked to be his suc- 
cessor. While anxious at all times to follow his father’s example in associating 
himself with every good work, in this instance he had refused to become a 
member of the society, for he felt how infinitely great was the debt which science 
owed to physiologists, who laboured in the highest cause, the cause of humanity, to 
lessen pain. (Cheers.) Returning to the subject of the school, Dr. Adler said the Com- 
mittee were doing everything to keep the institution in as thorough a state of 
efficiency as possible. The work was costly, and could not be carried out without 


sufficient means. With the help of their friends the Committee cordially mages 
that next year they would be able to come before gh genoa free from debt.

Parents were obliged 
to feed and olothe their children; why should they not also educate them? hp 
granting of free education would foster the belief, too, that the State and not the 
parent was responsible for the education of their children. Be this os it might, the 
question would sooner or later come within the range of practical politics ; and this 
being the case, the only desire of the Jewish community must be that their volun. 
tary schools should not suffer. The question seemed to him to be one of such greg; 
importance, that he had consulted some of their leaders to see if something coy|, 
not be done to safeguard the interests of their denominational schools. Lor, 
Rothschild, as President of the Jews’ Free School, the largest of their elementay 
schools, had, however, deemed it advisable to wait until it could be ascertained what 
were the designs of the Legislature. The community had no reason to fear tha: 
free education would become a danger for its schools, since a statutory position 
would be assigned to them which they had previously not possessed. As regard; 
the fear that the Legislature would demand to exercise a closer control on the 
voluntary schools, any such apprehension was not well founded, for it could no; 
have a greater control than at present, when it even fixed the time-table and limited 
the period allotted to religious instruction. The subject was, however, too large 

for him todwell upon any/onger ; he would, therefcre, address a few words to the 

children.

CHOVEVEI ZION ASSOCIATION.—A meeting of the members of the Sosisety for 
the Colonisation of Palestine was held last Saturday evening at the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club. Mr. Oswald J. Simoo, who presided, aaid he under- 
stood that one of the objects for which the society was founded w&® to providea 
refuge for the refugees from Russia. Many were the objections urged, but the 
objectors were not those acquainted with the circumstances of the whole hous: of 
Israel. The Jews of tho vast Russian Empire numbered more than those of England, 
France and the United States. What remedy was proposed for the relief of our 
persecuted brethren in Russia and Poland ? Emigration. What country could be 
more appropriate than the land of their forefathers? The area of Palestine, it had 
been urged. was too diminutive for the project, but had not the prophet said that 
the central city would spread out its walls and its empire would embrace 

Syria. It been urged against the Society that ite objects showed 4 
want of patriotism to the country in which its members resided. English Jews were 
really showing their patriotism by endeavouring to divert the stream of emigration 
from this already overcrowded tiny island which was so less capable of receiving 
emigrants than Palestine. There appeared to him to be some who laboured under 
the misapprehension, that because the mémorial of the Lord Mayor to the Czar was 
returned, the great Guildhall meeting had been useless and its objects failed.

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THE KHAZARS. 


Dr. Hirschfeld, of Judith College, Ramsgate, read a paper, entitled “ The 
ire of the Khazars according to non-Jewish authors,” at a meeting of the 
Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday last. Mr. F. D. Mocatta presided. 
Dr. Hirechfeld said : Near relations are not accepted as witnesses. But the 
evidence of kinsman, when corroborated by other and important testimony 
given by & re will be the more valuable as the latter is more familiar with 
ail the details an especially with the character of the subject under consideration. 
This is the position which the two celebrated letters of Hisdai, a certain Spanish 
\finister, and the King of the Khazars have held for a long time. What they 
related seemed so strange and miraculous that it is no wonder it met with doubt 
til] its truth was affirmed by Greek, Latin, and Oriental authors. Among the 
.warms of nations through which Europe has experienced its most decided trans- 
formation, there emerges one which will probably always be a riddle in the 
world’s history. The mystery of the Khazars commences with the question to 
what ethnographical branch they belong. However numerous and however 
netrating the investigations which have been made to decide this question, it 
vannot be said that. they have succeeded in arranging the Khazars in a district 
group of tribes. By are called Khorzares. In geogra- 
‘hical works referring to the 4th and o century, mention is made of a tribe 
rh the name Acaziri, at the place where later a ‘the Empire of the Khazars 
dourished, ‘.¢., Where the: Volga enters the Caspian Sea. Some of the Arabs con- 
sider the Khazars to be Turks, whereas others bring them into close connexion 
with Georgians and Armenians, At about the third century the Khazars emerge 
from amongst the crowd of peoples between the Volga and Ural. Whether they 
were among the Huns and Alanes, who became so formidable to European civili- 
sition, is not at allcertain. But that they were to be found amidst the stream 
might be gathered from the fact that the scene of the historical activity seems to 
have been somewhat west of their original seat and that their expansion was 
principally towards the west. A story told by the Imperial historian, Constantine 
Porphrogenneta, shows the Khazars to have been in close relation to the Madshars 
(or Hungarians) who belong to the Turco-Tatar family. There are also two old 
customs, both concerning the head of the State which corroborate the 
view that the Khazars are related to the Turks. ‘The first, which exists among 
most of the Central Asiatic States of Tartar-Mongolian descent, is the division of 
the royal power between the occupant of the throne, who, however, has no 
influence at all, and the Vice-King, who is the real ruler of the Empire. The other 
is rather peculiar. Before being proclaimed King, a silken cord was put round 
the neck of the candidate and when half strangled he had to declare the number 
of years during which he intended to govern. Klaproth reports this to 
have been an old Turkish custom. The Khazarian conquest in Kurope shows 
this nation as the last link of the great chain of peoples which was drawn from 
Asia to Europe. It has also left remarkable relics of its existence. The Crimean 
Peninsula bore almost through the whole of the Middle Ages the name of Gazaria. 
Even fo-day communities exist in South Russia with the names Khazaretsch, and 
Khazaritschi, andin Hungary such names are found compounded with Kozar. It was 
by no means easy for the young kingdom of the Khazars, which already in an early 
stage displayed sufficient culture to establish a well-governed State, to wina political 
existence after becoming independent of the Huns, menaced as it was by the Hast 
Roman Empire on the one hand and by the Kings of Persia on the other. But 
the rivalry and the frequent wars between these two great Empires were 
we eee to the Khazars, for Byzantium regarded them as a strong 
the Persians. ~The friendly relations between the Byzantians and 
lived in pid a strengthened by intermarriages.

But this admirable and uni 
religious peace had passed its zenith when the King sent his ohlelvated is oe 
to his unknown Spanish friend.’ The enemies who destroved this lorious slctere 
of harmony were the Russians. In the year 865, the Generals of the Viren ins 
Rurik, who founded the Russian Empire, surprised Kiew while sailin, down the 
Dnieper, and transferred it from the dominion of the Khazars to ‘their iets 
Twenty years later Rurik’s successor, Oleg, subdued other Slavonian tribes and 
forced them to pay him the tribute they had hitherto paid to the Khazars 
Swiatoslaw, son of Igor and the celebrated Olga, continued to alienate other 
tribes fr'm the Khazarian sceptre’ and conquered the Castle Sarkel on the Don 
Not long afterwards Itil and Semender were also taken. The Empire of the 
Khazars, once so large, was broken up. David, the Jewish prince of the Khazars 
in the Crimea, sent in 986 a message to Wladimir, the son of Swiatoslaw and Czar 
of Russia, inviting him to embrace Judaism. Two years later Wladimir camo 
with a great fleet to the Crimea and conquered Kherson. Finally Georgios Tzulos 
the last prince of the Khazars, was conquered by the Byzantine General, Mon 18 
Androns, in the year 1016. The history of the conversion of the Khaxars ts 
treated both in Slavo-Christian and Moslem legends. According to the former 
Kyrill, the apostle of the Slavs, spread Christianity among them in the middle of 
the 9th century. On the other hand Arabic authors relate that the Khazars had 
become Moslems for the following reason. In the year 868 the Khazars were 
attacked by the wild hordes of Khorassan. The Khazars appealed for help to 
the inhabitants of Kharisin, who consented on condition of their sibaicion 
Islam. This they all did with the exception of the King, but when he proved 
victorious he also became a follower of Mohammed. To-day there exist no more 
Khazars. It is not known how deeply Judaism and especially the knowledge of 
Jewish law penetrated the Khazarian Jews. No names of their Hebrew scientists 
have been handed down, and it cannot be said whether they contributed in any 
way towards the building ‘of the glorious edifice of Jewish learning. But the 
scant fragments of the Khazarian history show clearly that they knew and 
practised the first Jewish law of love and charity. It has frequently been 
observed that the conquering nation adopts customs and manners, language, and 
often the religion of the subdued people. The Russian conquerors have been so 
much influenced by their numerous Slavonian subjects, that they have become 
themselves almost a Slavonian people. It is doubtful whether they feel inclined 
to adopt the civilisation which was introduced more than 1,000 years ago by 
Judaism into the soil which is to-day ruled by the Russian Sceptre. The coin 
with which they pay their Jewish benefactors shows on the obverse the picture 
of Hatred, and on the reverse the word Persecution. When will the sun of free- 
dom rise on this great empire of tyranny, and fanaticism ?—(Loud cheers.) 

The discussion following the reading of the paper was opened by Dr. FRIED- 
LANDER, He referred to some of the customs among the Khazars, and said that the 
genuineness of the letters appeared to be very doubtful. They seemed, from some 
of the terms employed, to have been taxen from the Arabic, [Dr. Hirschfeld 
expressed dissent from this v.ew. | | 

The Rev. Dr. GASTER, who said he had occupied himself with the ethnographical 
aspect of the subject some vears ago, remarked that it was quite clear the language 
of the Khazars was Turco-Tariarish. It was a question whether they were totally 
exterminated and whether any traces were left in Southern Russia. It was remark- 
able that the Karaites spoke a peculiar language of their own. There existed in 
the Imperial Library of St. Petersburg, a copy of the letter of the Khazar Ming, 
written on leather, which differed in many respects from the ordinary text. : 

The Rev. A. Lowy pointed out that among the Karaites there were many Tartar 
names, As the Karaites bad a Tartar language, and the Khazars’ language was also 
of Tartar origin, was there not to be found herein a connecting link between the 
Khazars, now extinct, and the Karaites still living in the same part of Russia’? 

Mr. IsRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A.. informed the meeting that the story mentioned 
by the lecturer, of a king having been executed after reigning a certain number of 


’ years, had, with other wide-spread notions among many peoples, been collected by 


Frazer and explained in his recent work “ The Golden Bough.” 

The CHAIRMAN expressed, as the other speakers before him had also done, the 
indebtedness of the Society to Dr. Hirschfeld for the exceedingly interesting paper 
with which he had favoured them. The subject of the Khazars had been lostina 
cloud of mystery, though many had made it a deep etudy. There was a particular 
region of the Volga which seemed to have been used as the passage of tet be from 
East to West and South to North. The conversion of the Russians to Christianity 
had left so many pagan rites behind that the habitat of certain tribes was known 
by their peculiar religious practices. There was even in these days a great 
deal of the residuum of Jewish religion in Russia. The Sabbotniks, and Raskolniks 
and other sects were undoubtedly more or less Jewish, and it was evident that 
influences of a strongly Judaic character obtained in that particular and peculiar 
region into which the meeting bad travelled with the lecturer.

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THE VISITATION WORK OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


—— 


The Annual Conference of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue 
with the Visitors was held on Monday at the Central Synagogue Chambers, There 
were present Mr. Louis Davidson, Chairman of the Visitation Committee, who 

resided, the Revs. Dr. H. Adler, M. Adler, F. L. Cohen, M. A. Epstein, D. Fay, N. 
boldston, H. Gollancz, J. A. Gouldstein, I. Greenberg, R. Harris, J. Lesser, S. Munz, 
I. Samuel, 8. Singer, E. Spero, andJ. F. Stern, Mrs. Adler, Mrs. Singer, Messrs. B. L. 
Cohen, A. H. Jessel, N. S. Joseph, 8. Loewe. 

The CHAIRMAN, after referring tosome matters which directiy concerned the 
visitors, said that the work of visitation required a vast amount of detail to be 
attended to. It had during the last year pursued the even tenour of its way. and 
been attended with great success as in previous years. He took the opportunity of 
expressing his thankfulness for the manner in which the German Hospital had 
been visited. He did so withthe more pleasure as at the previous Conference be 
had made some remarks about that hospital, which had brought upon him the 
wrath of persons interested in the institution. The German Hospital was deserv- 
ing of more support, not only from the general, but also from the Jewish com- 
munity. He was bound also to offer his expressions of gratitude for the vast 
increase in the number of visits paid tothe homes of the poor. Mr. Davidson then 
entered in detail into the statistics of visits paid, and commented on the increase in 
some and decrease in other institutions of Jewish inmates. He then proceeded to 
explain the new arrangements about to be made with the managers of the East 
London Industrial School at Lewisham, whereby a maximum of 30 Jewish boys 
would be admissible into that institution, the United Synagogue and the Jewish 
Board of Guardians each raising ¢heir annual contribution to £100, so as to provide 
also for the engagement of a special official to look after the Jewish boys. If any 
additional amount were required, Mr. Davidson said he would appeal to the Jewish 
community, who would have made a good bargain at a smallcost. He wished to 
impress on the visitors the absolute necessity of their sending in returns of visits 
_ every month. If these returns were only sent in spasmodieally, it would be im- 
possible for the Visitation Committee to prepare satisfactory statistics. Mr. David- 
son concluded by saying that his remarks would be incomplete if he did not render 
a tribute of thanks to Mr. M. Stephany, the Secretary of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, for his valuable co-operation. The same expression applied even in a 
greater degree to Mr. P. Ornstien, the Secretary of the United Synagogue, whom 
nothing escaped, and with whom he was in constant communication. Mr. Davidgon 
then invited a discussion on the part of the visitors. 

Mrs. 8. SINGER said that although no mention could be made of the fact in the 
tables giving the summary of the visitation work, there were several new institu- 
tions which had come into existence in recent years, and which specially required 
the attendance.of ladies, who visited them regularly. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER bore testimony to the great zeal with which the majority 
of the visitors did their duty, and to the great earnestness with which the Nev. D. 
Fay discharged the functions of the Hon. Secretary of the Visiting Committe of 
Ministers and Laymen to the Homes of the Poor. Much good was done in this 
direction, but he was painfully conscious of the fact that a great deal still remained 
tobe done. Instead of relaxing their efforts, they should become more energetic, 
for at no time had the missonaries shown greater zeal among the poor Jews in the 
East End than at present. Dr. Adler then referred to measures that were being 
taken to counteract the work of the conversionists, and to the necessity for doing 
all that was possible to prevent the impending great tailors’ strike. Measures were 
undercontemplation to give effect to the Rev. Mr. Singer's proposal for holding 
special services for girls; it was earnestly to be hoped, however, that the action 
would not be limited to girls, and that means would be found to provide the 
spiritual aliment that was also needed by Jewish young men. 

The Revs. R. Harris, I. SamvgEL, J. A. GOULDSTEIN, E, SPERO, and J. F. 
STERN offered some general remarks, the latter stating that it was gratifying to the 
Jewish community that while General Booth in his book on “ Darkest England”’ 
criticised every section of religious thought, he did not mention the Jews. 

The Rev. S. SINGER said that missionary efforts woald never be successfully 
resisted until the community could offer to their poora Jewish dispensary. He was 
glad to hear from Dr. Adler that something was to be done to provide services for 
girls who were somewhat neglected. He was not indifferent to the requirements of 
young men also, but it was easier to arrange services for women without coming 
into contact with ecclesiastical regulations of ancient date. He urged some con- 
centration of organisations for visiting the homes of the poor. 

Mr. B. L. COHEN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Visitors, dwelt at some 
length on suggestions that had been made in favour of the establishment of a 
specifically Jewish Industrial School, a policy which he regarded as suicidal. 
Referring to some remarks which Mr. Singer had made concerning the pro- 
posed services for girls, Mr. Cohen said Mr. Singer. had implied if he had 
not expressed that if Hebrew were not well understood, English should 
to some extent, be introduced into the services. He believed that Mr. Singer 
was not as sagacious as usual in waking this suggestion, for if young 


people were made to understand that a knowledge of Hebrew was less 


necessary than before for the purposes of religious worship, it would act as a 
deterrent rather than a stimulus to the etudy of the Hebrew language. 

Mr. N. 8. JOSEPH eeconded the vote of thanks, and expressed the opinion that 
the practice of sending Jewish Boys to an industrial school, though well meant, was 
actuated by mistaken sentiment. A great injustice was done to honest parents, 
who were anxious to perform their duties to their children, in helping other parents 
by a simple legal process to be relieved of their responsibilities. He advccated a 
return to the old practice of “ begging off” first offenders from the magistrate. 

On the motion of Mr. A. H. JESSEL, seconded by the Rev. Dr, ADLER, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the Chairman. : |

the report, the attendance of pupils maintains the average of former years, which 
is about 120 on Sunday mornings, 60 on Wednesday evenings, and 220 on Sabbaths. 
Dr. Friedlander’s report on the progress made is more than satisfactory, and speaks 
well of the efficient working of the institution. The balance sheet shows that not- 
withstanding the benefit conferred upon the Jewish residents of the district by 
these classes, there is no increase in the donations and subscriptions, the total amount 

received during the year amounting to less than £14. The school fees also show a 
falling off. The total income during the past year was £122, which included a 
contribution of £50 from Lord Rothschild, and a subvention of £20 from the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The expenditure 
for the year amounts to £124. Mr. A. B. Salmen said that the financial position 
of the institution showed no signs of improving, and if the deficits continued in 
future years, the amount of the reserve fund would be shortly be swallowed up, 
The following were elected honorary officers for the 
Valentine, President, Mr. J. Da Silva, Vice-President, Mr. Lewis Levy, Treasurer.

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews 
Temporary Shelter was held at the institution, $4, Leman Street, Whitechapel, 
Hermann Landau, one of the Vice-Presidents, in the chair. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read and adopted. The report 
stated that during the month of January 98 inmates passed through the 
institution as against 111 in the corresponding period of 1890. The ages of 
the inmates varied between 16 and 62 years ; 53 were married, and 41 single, 73 
professed to have a knowledge of atrade or calling, and 25 knew no trade ; 4,317 
meals were distributed, 633 being on behalf of the Sabbath Meals Society, The 
report mentioned that Mr. Henry A. Franklin had, on account of ill-health, 
resigned his connection with the Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN said that in consequence of what had taken place at the insti. 
tution during the previous week, it would be his painfal and reluctant duty to pro. 
pose a resolution of an unusual character. He would point out thatthe Shelter had 
been established not only to charitably guard newly-arrived immigrants, but indi. 
rectly also to benefit the Jewish community. The object which the managers had 
steadfastly kept in view and acted up to was to disperse the immigrants, and above 
all, to prevent their lapsing into pauperism. Unless very decisive steps were taken, 
these aims would be defeated by one of their own body. The Shelter Com. 
mittee, with the assistancs of outside friends, had sent active and young immigrants 
to America, some remained in this country, many were returned totheir native 
homes, and the limit of fourteen days’ residence fixed by the Shelter made it essen. 
tial for immigrants quickly to accept any offers of forwarding or returning them. 
However, for some time a house, a so-called ‘‘Beth Hamedrash,” in Church Lane, had 
received all comers, at all hours and for indefinite periods. He would point out 
that such a course could only lead to an accumulation of immigrants, and it should 
be strenuously combated. On one evening last week Mr. 8. Cohen sent a large body 
to the Shelter clamouring foradmiesion. Although all the cases were gone into on 
their merits, only seven were found to be at all deserving, and were offered lodgings 
gratis at respectable houses. Only one accepted the offer. At midnight the whole 
body returned, caused considerable damage, and the assistance of the police had on 
several occasions to be called into requisition. Such was the result of Mr. Cohen's 
accumulation of the worst portion of immigrants, and unless checked, it would lead 
to anti-Semitic feeling in the East End. If 19, Church Lane, were kept tidy and at 
Mr. Cohen's own expense, it would be bad enough, but it was in such @ state that it 
was a scandal to humanity and to the community, and moreover, Mr. Cohen 
had circularised the whole of London for contributions towards its support. 
vit would be better to face facts and speak outright, and he challenged anycne | 
to point out that during the last seven or eight years any deserving cave had been 
left homeless and foodless, The people staying at 19, Church Lane, were allowed to 
go to the Board of Guardians, the Soup Kitchen, and even the Missionaries, and at 
night slept on flour-sacke on the floor. It was high time such a state of things was 
put an end to, but for the present he would move: “ That in consequence of the dis- 
turbance createdand arieing from the institution fostered by Mr. S. Cohen in 19, 
Church Lane, this Committee is of opinion that Mr. Cohen should be requested to 
resign his position as a member of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ Temy orary 
Shelter.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. A. SAUNDERS. and supported by Mr. I 
WEBER, who said that in connection with the Sabbath Meals Society, of which he 
was Treasurer, Mr. Cohen adopted similar tactics, sending such large bodies of 
men that the Committee were unable to proceed with their investigations. 

Mr. 8. COHEN said that his house was originally founded as a Beth Hamedrash, 
and had during the last few years met with bitter opposition which he, however, 
held to be groundless. Heclaimed that when inmates of the Shelter were after 
fourteen days discharged, they had no prospect but to perambalate the streets. At 
the Soup Kitchen a large number were refused food if they did not bring a half- 
penny, and on many occasions he gave the poor people the necessary half-pence. 
The Board of Guardians refused io send immigrants forward if they did not contri- 
bute some of the expense, and the penniless, much less poundless, immigrant was 
again turned upon the street. Until these people were provided for, he would refuse 
to close 19, Church Lane. : | ° 

. The resolution was passed with one dissentient. . 

Mr. M. Van Thal was appointed Deputy Chairman of the Executive Com 
mittee, and, after some business connected with the internal management of the 
reps had been transacted, the meeting terminated with a a vote of thanks to 
the Chair.

On Saturday evening the members of the Society for the Diffusion of 
Hebrew Knowledge held their annual dinner in the large Lecture Hall of the 
oo h Working Men’s Club. The Rev. 8. Singer was the guest of the 
aiairs ne Rev. Dr. B. Salomon (President of the Society) was in the chair, 
any those present were the Revs. 8S. Alexander, I. Levin, L. M. Simmons, 
RA § Simon, and J. H. Valentine ; Mr. Gershon (President of the Manchester 
Hebrew Congregation), Mr. Ephraim Harris (Head-master of the Jews’ School), 
Mr. Kersh (Treasurer of the Manchester Hebrew Congregation), Mr. F. Sahal 
Treasurer of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation), and Mr. James Bauer 
(Warden of the Synagogue of British Jews). The dinner was preceded by an excellent 
musical and dramatic entertainment in which several memberg of the Society 
Vessrs, B. Temple, Matz, Brown, Susman, and Adler todk part. Gracé 
having been said, the chairman, who was greeted with loud cheers, proposed 
the health of the Rev. 8. Singer, and highly eulogised the rev, gentleman’s erudite 
andadmirable lecture delivered in the Great Synagogue that morning. He then 
dwelt upon the beneficent effect of such social gatherings in strengthening 
the unity and concord of the members. Having responded, the Rev. 8. Singer 
proposed the toast of the evening, ‘“‘ Success to the Society.” Mr. Singer said that 
when Jewish national life appeared to have been crushed beneath the iron hand of 
the Roman, Judaism found its asylum in the schools and academies. Ue recalled a 
fine passage from Isaac Disraeli’s ‘‘ Genius of Judaism,” which described how, after 
the downfall of the State, a strange and wondrous spectacle was exhibited to the 
world ; aconquered race had changed their military leaders into Rabbins and their 
hosts into armies of students—pale-faced squadrons, covered only with the dust of 
the schools, studying and practising a new system. of tactics under able chieftains 
of the tradition. Things had, he thought, changed very much for the better in 
England since Zunz declared, and not without justification, that theology among us 
was a century behind the age. The work done at Jews’ College, the lectures there 
delivered under the auspices of the Jews’ College’ Literary Society, the appearance 
of the Jewish Yuarterly, now in its third year—a review which for fulness and 
variety of scholarship was not excelled by any similar publication in Europe, and 
some of the most valued contributions of which were supplied by one of their own 
ministers, the Rev. Mr. Simmons, the formation of classes for the steady pursuit 
of Hebrew knowledge, like those that were being instructed by their friends, the 
Reve., Dr. Salomon, Mr. Simmons, and Mr. Valentine—all these were indicative of 
the spirit that had seized upon our community. He would like to see more 
young men of promise present themselves from the provinces to be trained for the 
ministry at Jews’ College. There was no nobler profession open to those who 
did not make riches the aim and reward of their life’s labours. Young men who 
were eager for knowledge were beset by two great difficulties in our time, first, the 
difficulty of making a selection from the immense and growing mass of learning, 
and next, the difficulty of clinging firmly to any one branch in presence of the 
temptation offered by the vast amount of ephemeral literature that was the special 
product of our age. He was rejoiced to find that some 40 or 50 young men, in 
Manchester alone, were determined to obtain an acquaintance with their noble 
literature, both biblical and rabbinical, and for that purpose willingly surrendered 
a large share of their well-earned leisure. He wished their work all the success it 
merited. The Torah was often compared to wine ; but it was of a different kind 
from that served at banquets ; it was a wine of which the more one drank the 
more sober one became. Of it also it might be said that— 


Shallow draughts intoxicate the brain, 
But drinking deeper sobers us again. 
Mr. Ephraim Harris, M,A., proposed the health of the clergy, to which the Rev.i, 
M. Simmons, B.A., responded. The concluding toast to the Chairman was proposed by 
the Rev. J .H. Valentine, and seconded by Mr. B. Temple, Hon. Sec. of the Society.

A crowded audience welcomed Mr, Singer at the Working Men’s Club 
on Sunday evening when he read a highly interesting paper on “ The story of 
Jewish Emancipation in England.” Commencing with the period of the re- 
admission of the J ows into England, in the time of Oliver Cromwell, he alluded to 
the distrust, with which they were looked upon, and the disabilities which were 
in consequence thrust upon them. Then in chronological order followed an account 
of the attempts made to remove these disabilities, The lecturer entered fully into 
the history of the war waged in Parliament on behalf of the Jews where they were 
befriended by some of the best men of the day, notably Lord John Russell and 
Lord Brougham. A quotation was given from an impassioned speech by Mr. Shiel, 
a speech which, on the authority of Mr. Gladstone, had, as an oratorical effort 
never been excelled. Much, however, as they owed to their non-Jewish friends, it 
was the persistence and courage shown by Baron Lionel de Rothschild and Sir D. 
Salomons that brought about thecrisis, and which eventually resulted in the removal 
from the oath of the obnoxious words “on the true faith of a Christian.” In 
addition to thcse mentioned above the names of all who helped in the cause— 
Dr, Van Oven, Sir Francis Goldsmid, Sir John Simon, and others—were warmly 
greeted. The Chairman, the Rev. L. M. Simmons, made a few observations, and a 
cordial vote of thanks to the lecturer, spoken to by the Revs. Dr. Salomon, J. H, 
Valentine, and I. Simon, brought the interesting proceedings to.a close.

HAMPSTEAD SABBATH AFTERNOON SERVICES. 


At the Anniversary Service last Sabbath, the Rev, Morris Joseph preached on 
The True Purpose of Public Worship, taking his text from Exodus xxv, 8. After 
explaining the ultimate object that the Tabernacle in the Wilderness was designed 
to achieve, Mr. Joseph proceeded as follows : ‘Twelve months ago we began these 
Services, began them in all sincerity and in true religious feeling. It was not the 
charm of novelty that moved us. Our one desire was to pray ; we had been saying 
prayers long enough. We wished to meet God, to hear His voice speaking to us 
from the Heavenly Mercy-seat. That our desire has been in some measure attained, 
I honestly believe. I am persuaded that our Sabbath worship has been fruitful in 
help and blessing to most of us, that it has led many to God’s footstool in humble 
adoration who had long been groping after Him and finding Him not, that it has 
filled the indifferent with fervour, the doubting with faith, the despairing with 
hope, the sorrowing with comfort. Is it presumptuous to believe that the prophet’s 
vision has been fulfilled, and that the tree of spiritual life, ‘‘ whose leaf does not 


_ wither, nor the fruit thereof fail,’ has sprung ap in our midst, fed by the fertilising 


‘waters that issue out of the sanctuary?” No; forit needs not that God's Temple 
should be imposing to make its worship blessed. There is but one key—sincerity— 

that unlocks the celestial gates at the summons of prayer. ‘‘ The Lord is nigh unto 

all that call upon Him, unto all that call upon Him in Truth.” So far, then, as our 

immediate purpose is concerned we may justly claim that it has been achieved. 
But it is well that we should recollect that we have not discharged ourselves of our 

duty even in making these Services truly devout. The most fervent prayer is but 

the means toan end, and the end is nobility of life. God is not to dwell in the 
sanctuary alone; He is to dwell in our midst—in our souls, in our lives. To seek 
after pious emotion as the result of our worship, and to seek for nothing more real, 
more lasting, is to crave for mere spiritual excitement, which does no good, and 
which may do much harm. There isa danger that we may give to public worship 
an importance which it does not possess, that we may regard it as having realised 
its purpose by bringing us into communion with Heaven above, without making us 
worthier to tread the earth beneath. The sanctuary which we are to build is to be 
not only a House of Prayer, but the prototype of a Temple which each of us is to 
fashion for himself from the most homely, the most sublime materials—a Temple 
of duty, built of self-sacrifice in the world, of steady devotion day by day to all that 
is worthy and good—one truly filled with the glory of God.” . 

Mr, Joseph then proceeded to develop this idea. We ought to pray, he said, 
not that we may /ce/ better but that we may /e better. Our prayers must be heard 
not only in Heaven but in our own souls. We have to plead with ourselves, as well 
as to one at the Throne of Grace. The floodgates of emotion were easily flung open. 
What was a hundred-fold more difficult and a thousand-fold more valuable was to 
reach the sources of conduct, to carry down the torch of prayer to the deep-lying 
foundations of character, so that we may see ourselves as we truly are. Weare 
apt to think, no doubt with good reason, that we have no serious faults, that we 


do achieve some good as we go. But it was just this barrier of self-satisfaction, 


keeping us for ever on the same plane of moral excellence and blocking 
the path to nobler efforts, that trae worship would break down. It would be a 
spiritual education. It would give to us,as communion with God on the Mount 
gave to the Lawgiver, a sublime pattern by which to shape the solemn fabric of 
life. It would fill us with a noble discontent—discontent with ourselves, who, 
carrying (od’s likeness in our souls, but faintly reproduce it.in our deeds, “ Shall 
we not set about realising this ideal, so that these Services of ours may prove their 
value by the surest of all tokens—the ennoblement they have wrought in the 
characters of those that take part inthem? The distinction we have to seek after is 
not that of having adopted a new form of worship, or even of being a devout con- 
gregation, but of being a congregation whose devoutness has borne frait in good- 
ness. Weare to come here to pray, only that we may go hence to work—to work 
for God and man and our higher selves. The holy flame of spiritual feeling that is 

kindled by our worship must guide us on our earthly road, bea lamp to our feet, a 

light to our path—nay, burn up our failings like stubble, purify our whole being. 
Encouraged by the message that comes to us here, we shall make a more gallant 
fight for duty, doing the good tasks better that we have already attempted, 
attempting those from which we have hitherto shrunk. Sorrow and poverty— 
misery of every sort—shall win a larger share of our sympathy,our help. Self-love 
shall give up more and more of its kingdom over us, and yield its domain to the 
love of our neighbour. Unkind words shall flee from our lips, unkind thoughts 
from our hearts. The presence of Ged shall go with us hence and give us reat— 
rest amid the world’s turmoil, the rest of the soul that is satisfied, that has found 

Heaven on earth. The old promise will be fulfilled. We have made God a sanctuary, 
and He will dwell among us.” 


A JewiIsH FREE DisPENSARY.—A meeting was held on Sunday at the Spital 
Square Synagogue, to further the movement for establishing a Jewish Free 
Dispensary. Mr. H. Berliner, who presided, pointed out the necessity of neutral- 
ising the bad influences exercised by the missionaries who started a dispensary to 
catch the unwary. Mr. 8S. Alexander supported the movement and said the 
missionaries could not do their proselytising work in an open, straightforward 
manner, but used all kinds of tricks; among their dodges being the dispensary. 
Mr. J. Berliner also spoke. Over 50 members were enrolied and a Committee was 
formed. Mr. E. W. Rabbinowicz is the honorary secretary pro tem.

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| JREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

An excellent impression has everywhere been created by the pastoral letter of 
Monsignor Gruscha, Cardinal Archbishop of Vienna, warning the Roman Catholic 
clergy to abstain from participating in the anti-Jewish agitation in connexion with 
the impending general parliamentary election. The Bishops generally in Austria 
have followed this admirable example and have strongly denounced the 
“heathenish race hatred” of the anti-Semites. They also set forth their desire to 
see the representatives of other faiths who are in the minority joining them in 
Parliament in common work for the welfare of the State. — 


The funeral of the late Chief Rabbi David Liwy, at Bukoyar, has attracted 
considerable notice, on account of the imposing character it assumed through the 
participation of the highest military, civil, clerical and judicial authorities of the 
locality. This demonstration is regarded as being of great significance, owing 
to the renewed activity of the anti-Semites on account of the cuming elections. 
‘Special importance is attached to the high rank in society held by the two officers 
who represented the garrison, viz., Major Count Montecucoli and Lieutenant 
Prince Liechtenstein. The latter is nephew of Prince Alois Liechtenstein, who, 
‘as we have announced, is an anti-Semitic candidate for the Reichsrath. 

A list has been published of the medals for valour held by officers 
and privates in the Austrian army. A considerable proportion of these are 
Jews, but it is particularly interesting to note that the only gold medal 
in the entire sixteen regiments of Hussars adorns the breast 
a Jewish officer, Captain Wolf Bardach, Edler von Schlumberg. At 
one of the reviews held by the Emperor Francis Joseph, his Majesty noticing the 
medal being worn by this officer, inquired why he had not been promoted beyond 
the rank of First Lieutenant and on being informed that it was on account of his 
being a Jew, the Emperor called him to the front and advanced him to a higher 
grade. | 

EGYPT.

Politicians of such widely 
divergent views as National Liberals and Ultramontanes joined in condemning 
the anti-Semitic agitation which they stigmatised as a crime. The Prime Minister 
declared that the Government were doing everything possible to counteract the 
movement, which he described as a disease, and he hoped that through the sound 
sense of the population the disease would soon discharge its virus. 


ITALY, 


Miss Florence Menk-Meyer, the young poetess-composer, has returned to 
Europe from Australia and has given a concert in Rome, which was attended by 
the flower of its nobility. Some days later she had the honour of performing at 
the Quirinal, by special desire of the Queen. Her Majesty was also present at the 
Concert of Sacred Hebrew music given in Rome, of which we have already made 
mention inthese columns, 

Count Oscar Hierschel de Minerbi, Councillor of Legation, who had been 
appointed to a high post at the Italian Hmbassy in London, has been recalled to 
Rome and entrusted with a responsible position in the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs. The Count is a Jew and a native of Trieste.
